A Forcible and Historic Sermon by 
Rabbi Schreiber.

They were just returning, after 
an exile of seventy years, from Babylonian 
captivity to the land and home of their 
fathers; returning, however, « differenti 
from the manner in which they lefti 
They went forth as a class steeped in 
idolatry and — verstition; rejected by both 
God and mankind, resulting from their 
wrongs, their vices and their sins; and 
what was worse than all they were con- 
scious of the depressing fact that they de- 
served their fate: that they reaped as they 
had sown. 

My friends, now is this condition of 
their minds and hearts to be wondered at? 
By no means. It is a natural outgrowth.

THERE was a gathering of alleged 
members of Thomas Francis Meagher’s 
gallant old Irish Brigade in San Fran- 
cisco last week.

Then fol- 
lowed R. E. Dowdall, a Mr. Williamson 
and a Blatt Deutch, ‘representative of 
Tipperary very appropriately named 
Johan Beers. Mr. Murphy responded 
to the toast, Let us have peace. 


In the recent election of delegates to 
the New York State Convention, an 
incident occurred which uncovered a 
skeleton stored away in Gov. Hill's 
political closet. In the County Conven- 


tion, held in the county in which the 


Governor resides, I. I.. Taylor, the 
. Governor’s most able Lieutenant, 
placed a Hill man in nomination for 
the position of delegate to the State 
Convention, and made a direct appeal 
for the unanimous voice of all the good 
Democrats present. Mr. Taylor placed 
his appeal on special grounds, as well 
as upon party fealty. He described 
the assemblage, which he addressed, as 
the convention of Gov. IIIill's own 
county.

Los Angeles as a Manulactaring Center. 


The rapid growth of our city and the 
constant increase of our rural popula- 
tion, point to the fact that Los Angeles 
must necessarily become 4 manufac- 
turing center. 

There are twa leading considerations 
that enter into the question of the es- 
tablishment and prosperity of a manu- 
facturing cepter, to wit, patronage and 
profit. «As regards Los Angeles, the 
first is most certainly assured, and the 
certainty of the second is darkened 


| only by one shadow—the fuel question. 


With the fuel problem satisfactorily 
solved, it goes without saying that 
nearly all manufactured housebold ar- 
ticles, boots, shoes, harness, bats and 
clothing, agricultural implements, 
wagons and cabinet work, and an end- 
less variety of things that cannot now 
be enumerated, could be profitably pro- 
duced here. 

The competition of San Francisco 
could not prevail in any event. It 
does not now prevail in the marketing 
of the few things that we manufacture. 
All things are as favorable here as in 
San Francisco. Labor is as cheap, and 
certain kinds of labor (exclusive of 
Chinese) cheaper. As to water and 
fuel, both cities stand about equal. The 
same is true as to transportation, and 
as to the matter of back country“ we 
are fully up with our big sister, Frisco. 

In the arena of manufactures Los 
Angeles would find her true competitor 
east of the Mississippi: but the center 
of that competition lies too remote 
from the seat of traflicto be perma- 
nently effective. With our own capital, 
our own labor, our own raw material 
and our own market, Eastern competi- 
tion could no more prevail against us 
than the manufactures of England 
can prevail against those of Massa- 
chusetts. 

There are many special manufactur- 
ing industries that might be made as 
peculiar to Los Angeles as the manu- 
facture of cutlery is peculiar to Shef- 
field. Of these the shell industry may 
be first mentioned. Then the produc- 
tion of the various forms of dried, 
canned and preserved fruits, an i the 
manufacture of rare jams, jellies and 
syrups. 

In the matter of preserved fruits, 
and the production of manufactured 
fruit rarities, Los Angeles might be 
made to bear the same relation to the 
world that Astoria bears as a producer 
of preserved and canned salmon. 

The shell industry of France, Hol- 
land and England represents a vast 
sum annually,running high up in the 
millions, and the raw material upon 
which thatindustry is basedis drawn 
almost wholly from the Pacific Coast 
and largely from the coast of California 
south of Monterey. 

The pearl button industry of Paris, 
in which quite a multitude of men, 
women, boys and girls are engaged, 
draws its raw material from the Pacific 


Coast, to wit, the shell of the La Paz 
pearl oyster. Why should that raw 
material be transported to Paris while 
we have right here a growing and ener- 
getic city, capital seeking investment 
and labor seeking employment ? 

After bearing the cost of shipment, 
shells bring from $400 to $800 per ton. 
Quite a margin for a Pacific Coast capi- 
talist to go on should he determine to 
transfer the manufacturing manipula- 
tion of our she treasures from Paris 
to Los Angeles. 

We have many more basic materials, 
the manufacture of which could be 
made peculiar to Los Angeles and 
profitable to those who might have it 
inhand. It is well to remember that 
the affairs of this world do not wholly 
consist of matters pertaining to profit 
and loss; and yet, as a rule, that which 
is good to do and uséful, usually 
proves profitable. We must keep 
abreast of our destiny, pave the way for 
the growth of our Commonwealth and 
above all, provide employment for our 
youth. 


Hybrid Democracy. 


It is difficult to understand the modus 
operandi or to estimate the ‘innocuous 
desuetude”’ of our latter-day Democ- 
racy. It has dwarfed and dwindled, 
swelled and consorted in so many dif- 
ferent ways that the old-time disciple of 
Jefferson and Jackson finds it difficult 
to recognize the political faith of his 
fathers in the multiplex mongrel 
yclept today: The Democratic party. 
The Democracy, once upon a time, 
pretended a peculiar friendship for the 
Irish-American voter, but when the 
Irish-American set up a standard of 
political thought and action for him- 
self the Grand Old Party abandoned 
the Celt and commenced to cultivate 
the political obliquity of its former 
slaves—the negro. 

The Democracy denounced the crea- 
tion and hounded the being of the 
National currency, and yet in Maine 
and Iowa it took the Greenback party 
to its bosom and went with it to the 
polls. It is even now reported thatthe 
Iowa Democrats are pushing the claims 
of Greenback Weaver as an available 
Democratic Vice-Presidential candi- 
date. In all probability not many 
years will elapse before the Grand Old 
party will be found considering the 
availability of Fred. Douglass. 

The Democratic administration of 
Carter Llarrison made no love to the 
Socialistic element. Now, however, the 
telegraph informs us that a Demo- 
cratic-Socialistic coalition is under con- 
sideration. 

The Democratic administration of 
San Francisco clubbed the working- 
men who had denounced the Democracy 
as unworthy of faith or belief, and who 
had set up a party for themselves.

SAN Francisco, Sept. 10.— [By the As 
sociated Press.] San Francisco sent her 
quota of comrades to the G. A. R. Encamp- 
ment at St. Louis this evening.

At 7 p.m., members of 
the local posts assembled at headquarters 
and under escortof the Veteran Guard, 
marched to the ferry. Throughout the day, 
Department Commander Salomon and Col.

The Massachusetts’ Wing Exercised 
Over the Offices. 

WoRCESTER (Mass.), Sept. 10.— [By the 
Associated Press.]

Ross, of New Mexico, 
in his annual report to the Secretary of the 
Interior, says there has been a marked in- 
crease in the population of the Territory 
during the last year. The rate of taxation 
for all purposes is less than before. The 
report states that the methods of assessment 
of the tax and its collection are very iniper- 
fect, and this as well as other matters ac- 
counts for the increase of expenditures.

He recommends a repeal of 
the laws that now exist in the shape of 
timber-culture, desert-land acts, scrip en- 
tries and all other measures whereby ends 
may be secured without actual residence 
and bona fide valuable improvements. The 
mining industry of the Territory has taken 
very much improved conditions during the 
last year.

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FARMING IN JAPAN. 


PHASES OF AGRICULTURE PECU- 
TO THE JAPANESE. 


Low Wages and Results — Absence 
of Farming: Machinery—Methods 
of Fertilizing—Prodactions, Etc., 
Etc. 


| Hon. Horace Davis in the Record-Union.] 

It was my fortune during the past 
year to spend a couple of months in 
the Empire of Japan, during which I 
traveled over some portions of the in- 
terier, and was much struck by the 
difference between their way of doing 
things and ours. My object in this 
paper is to try and sketch some of the 
salient points of their use of land 
and the products derived from it. Of 
course the very limited time I had at 
my disposal, the small portion of the 
country traveled over, and the difficul- 
ties in understanding the methods of a 
people whose habits were new to me, 
and whose language is often a mystery 
to those who have lived here these 
many years—all these prevented me 
from making much more than super- 
ficial observations, but a geat deal of 
their farming seemed so new, it was 
certainly curious, and much of it I 
thought would be instructive to the 
thoughtful farmer in California, Ask- 
ing some indulgence in view of my lim- 
ited opportunities of observation, 1 
will describe what I’saw. 

A NATIONAL HERMITAGE, 

The conditions under which Japanese 
agriculture is maintained, and the 
methods by which it is carried on are 
so utterly different from our own that 
itis very hard to give any adequate 
idea of it. 

First, remember the country was 
sealed practically to all foreign com- 
merce and intercourse for 250 years. 
Of course, the people were cut off from 
all knowledge of modern advancement 
in agricultural science and all improved 
methods of handling the soil and crops. 
AL the same time there were no exports 
to foreign countries, and the ;farming 
was confined to the domestic needs of 
the Japanese themselves. To produce 
what their own people ate, drank and 
wore was the problem of the Japanese 
farmer, and so they have raised the 
same crops on the same fields with the 
same quaint old tools, and by the same 

rimitive methods, as satisfied their 
athers hundreds of years ago. 

LOW WAGES AND CONTENTMENT. 

Then labor is so low there is no need 
to puzzle their brains for labor-saving 
machinery. Men and women both 
work. in the fields, and I was told that 
in the agricultural districts an ordinary 
laborer received only 16 or 17 centsa 
day, while an able-bodied girl eurned 
only 12 or 13, out of which comes their 
food and clothing. This will tell why 
in America we cannot biise tea, where 
so large a part of the picking and pre- 
paration is hand labor. And yet poy- 
erty-producing as these wages seem, 
the ple were contented and happy 


than in any country I have ever visited. 

Of course, with such low wages, all 
agricultural products are very cheap. 
L regret that I have not 7 me the cur- 
rent market rates for domestic pro- 
duce, but wheat was selling at 75 cents 
to $1 per cental, and native flour, dark 
to be sure, but wholesome, brought 
only from $1.50 to $2.50 in silver per 
barrel —prices that would drive the 
California farmer and miller mad. 

NO LABOR-SAVING MACHINERY. 

Another point in which their farm- 
ing is essentially different from ours is 
the absence of machinery and of do- 
mestic animals. ‘They have no sheep, 
no hogs and very few horses, bullocks 
or cows. Dairying is consequently un- 
known. No butter or cheese is pro- 
duced, and beef, mutton and pork are 
unknown as articles of food, except in 
the treaty ports where foreigners re- 
side. Of course, in the absence of 
sheep, woolen clothing, when used, is 
of necessity imported. 

VEHICLES AND TRANSPORTATION. 

There are very few wheeled vehicles 
drawn by animals in any part of Japan. 
Of course, the foreigners in the treaty 
ports have their carriages, but most of | 
the travel outside of their cities is done 
on foot, or gone yp on horseback, or by 
jinrikisha, a kind of large baby wagon, 
two-wheeled, drawn by one or two 
coolies. In the cities freight is trans- 
ported on wagons propelled by men, 
who can be heard at al) hours chanting 
their song as they keep step at their 
work, or by boats on the canals which 
intersect every Japanese city. In the 
country, produce is taken to market on 
pack animals, either horses or bullocks, 
and one sometimes sees a rude two- 
wheeled cart loaded with freight and 
drawn by a single bullock, while much 
of the light material is carried on the 
backs of men. In the country the 
roads for wheeled vehicles are few and 
generally narrow. This apparent ab 
sence of means of transportation is 
made up for ina great measure by very 
free water communication. All parts of 
the empire are easily accessible by sea, 
and great care is taken to utilize the 
navigable rivers and to supplement 
them where possible by artificial water- 
ways. 

WASTE LAND AND ITS USAGE. 

The hills and mountains are gener- 
ally bold and steep, and are but little 
cultivated, only the lower parts being 
put touse, and then only after being 
terraced into level plats of ground. As 
they keep no flocks of sheep or herds 
of cattle, the higher parts of the hills 
are of no use for grazing, and are 
thinly inhabited, and unused except 
for the raising of trees. The Japanese 
may well teach us a lesson of economy 
ard good management here, for they 
plant many thousands of acres of these 
waste lands with forests, and thus they 
save the hills from being denuded, and 
preserve the uniform flow of the 
streams, while the hills yield them a 
constant supply of timber. Although 
the country has been densely populated 
for centuries, and all the buildings are 
of wood, there has been little occasion 
to import timber, for their own hills 
yield them an ample supply by this 
sagacious management. 
SCARCITY AND USE OF FERTILIZERS. 

Another uliarity resulting from 
the want of domestic animals is the 
absence of barns on the little farms. 
Where there are no animals to house 
no barns are needed. Of course the 
supply of barnyard manure, so much 
relied apes in the older countries, is 


in their lot, more so. it seemed to me, | C 


entirely lacking. This want does not 
[seem so strange to the farmer in Cali- 


fornia, whose work is generally on 
large scale, which precludes manuring 
the land, and where a virgin soil needs 
only rest and deep plowing for its re- 
cuperation. But i well remember how 
carefully everything was saved on the 
little farms in New England that could 
help the exhausted, worn-out seils, and - 
all the care could not keep the lands 
from wearing out. But the Japanese 


farmer has no barnyard to refresh his 


little plot of ground and give him his 
one, two, or even three crops a yeur, 
and he practices many expedients 
to fill the gap. He digs deep and 
urns over fresh soil year; 
he brings down from the hills, when 
they are near, loads of fresh earth 
and spreads it over his ground. If his 
farm is near to the sea he uses sea- 
weed and fish as manure; but, above 
all, his main reliance, ially near 
the cities, is night-soil and urine, which 
with us = all .runs to waste. 
About the farmhouse everything of this 
kind is carefully preserved. In the 
cities water-closets are unknown, and 
every night the vaults and urinals are 
emptied and their contents taken to the 
country, many miles away. All this 
material is placed in vats made for the 
purpose in the fields, and covered with 
rice straw awnings to keep off the hot 
sun and rain. There it lies for months, 
till it has thoroughly fermented, when 
it is ready for use. It is then dip 
out in buckets, carried to the growin 
crops and carefully sprinkled abou 
the growing plants. This process is re- 
veated several times during the season. 
sometimes piles of rice straw or chaff 
or old leaves are saturated with the 
mixture and left to rot. when this 
product is used as we sometimes put 
stable manure under a hill of corn. 

This economy of material is all chat 
has kept up the fields of Japan. where 
the population has been dense for so 
many centuries, and where the land is 
cropped not merely once a year, but 
much of it twice or even three times. 
The objection is sometimes made by 
foreigners that this process tends to 
spread the germs of disease, but [ have 
never seen any proof of this, while the 
Japanese contend that the thorough 
fermentation which always takes place 
in the vats destroys all germs and ren- 
ders the mixture entirely harmless. 
VARIETY AND VOLUME OF PRODUC- 

TION. 

Before going further it would be best 
to present a statement of the principal 
products of the empire, as this gives us 
u key to some of the methods of agri- 
culture. There is such discrepancy in 
the different authorities on this sub- 
ject that I applied to the Government 
officials at Tokio for reliable informa- 
tion to be embodied in this article, and 
Mr. Yanageka, formerly consul at San 
Francisco, and now of the Agricultural 
Department at Tokio, sends me the fol- 
lowing as the latest and most reliable 
statistics of the

If these figures be correct, the aver- 
age yield per acre is 27.78 bushels of 
rice, 19 bushels of barley and 12.8 bush- 
els of wheat. This last rather exceeds 
the average of the United States,which 
is certainly remarkable, considering 
the very poor quality of the soil and 
remembering that the land has been 
steadily cropped for centuries. The 
— understand is made from sorg- 

um. 

In addition to the products enumer- 
ated in the table there are raised vast 
quantities of beans, lentils, millet, and 
also yains and other roots, and consid- 
erable amounts of grapes, oranges, 15 
simmons and other fruits. It will be 
observed that the grass and hay cut no 
figure in the yield of the land. This is 
due to the lack of domestic animals. 
ne almost without cows and horses, 
they have no need of hay. 

A glance at the figures shows us that 
rice is the staple food of the ple. 
Next come barley and rye, and after 
them wheat, unless beans cr lintels is 
a still larger crop. This fact that rice 
is the great product of the soil has, I 
think, shaped the. style and fashion of 
their agriculture. Rice must be flooded 
with water inits infancy and needs 
profuse irrigation in all its stages. 
EXTENSIVE AGRICULTURAL TERRACE” 

WORK. 


LEADING 


To this end the land must be level 


and the supply of water abundant. 
These customs have modified all the 
agriculture of Japan. All the culti- 
vated land is carefully leveled, no mat- 
ter whether it is hill or valley. The 
hills are terraced at immense labor, 
and the plains are cut up into immeas- 
urable little level plats of ground of 
all shapes and sizes, according to the 
slope and shape of the surface. Around 
Tokio or Kioto the hills are not much 
cultivated, but back of Nagasaki they 
are shaped into an endless number of 
terraces—little, narrow strips of land, 
often not over six or * feet wide, 
and carefully sustained back walls 
of stone. The traveler in Germany 
remembers the ced  vine- 
yards of the Rhine and Moselle 
with wonder at the labor spent 
in creating the soil, but these 
are nothing to the care taken to reduce 
the Nagasaki hills to a condition where 
they are capable of Japanese cultiva- 
tion. These terrace walls are often 
five or six feet high, and of stone; but 
in the valleys the walls are of earth, 
frequently not over a foot or eighteen 
inches high—just enough to reduce the 
surface to a level. : 
These little plats of ground of course 
cannot be plowed—they are generall 
too small—and are turned over by h 
manual labor, the tools used being a 
heavy hoe, with a long blade like a gar- 
den — Lou see women, 
as well as men, wielding this huge im- 
plement, which must be a very severe 


day’s work. Occasionally you see a 


man plowing some unusually large 
field with a single bullock a4 a y 


hitched to a very rude and primitive 
plow.

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THE DIABOLIOAL FESTIVITIES 
OF THE Modul INDIANS. 


Most Ancient Order of Snakes—Mys- 
terious Rites of the Aborigines 
of Arizona — Rattling Keptiles 
Worshiped and Caressed. 


[San Diego Union, September 16.] 

Today is the culminating one in the 

festival of the Most Ancient Order of 
Snakes, an organization that dates 
back lon prior to the coming 
of the ogqui Indians to the 
villages now occupied by them, and in 
fact so far back that one becomes be- 
wildered in a labyrinth of legendary 
data from which it is comparatively 
useless to try to deduce an idea of time. 
1 learned enough, however, from Dr. 
Sullivan and some Moqui Indians, to 
give the readers of the Critic an article 
on the subject, writes a correspondent 
of that paper. : 
It seems, from what I could glean, 
that this feast is not one pertaining to 
religious worship, but is a wholly pub- 
lic demonstration of a mysterious or- 
der, similar in its secrets to Masonry 
or Odd Fellowship. I am told that it 
does teach of the supernatural beings, 
yet it does not nize any one tutel- 
ary God,nor provide any amulets or 
fetiches to be worn by the members. 
To assume that this dance pertains to 
any particular worship would be an 
error, and would be doing the partici- 
pants an injustice also, as they most 
emphatically disclaim any connection 
= with the workings of the 
gods. 

This ceremony is celebrated only once 
every two years, and it occupies six- 
teen days to prepare for it, the first 
pr ae days being observed by the high 
priests and leaders in getting together 
the various articles used in the dance, 
and in the preparation of the infusion 
which is drank by those who are to take 
part, that the fumes of the serpents or 
even their bites may not prove in- 
jurious to any one. It is the prepara- 
tion of this drink that is the profound 
secret of the order, and it is but known 
to four living beings at the same time. 
Dr. Sullivan and other prominent 
scientists have from time to time tried 
to bribe the keepers of the secret to im- 
part it to them, but it was of no use; 
so it remains a secret in fact today, 
the same as it was hundreds of years 
ago. 
The remaining eight days are devoted 
to hunting snakes of all kinds, handling 
and washing them, or rather “subduing 
their vicious habits,“ as the Moqui puts 
it. This washing is more of a shower- 
bath, and is accomplished by putting 
the snakes into large stone jars, then 
pouring the water over them. This of 
course chilling the serpent, puts it into 
u semi-comatose condition, that leaves 
it comparatively helpless; they are then 
taken out of the jars, rolled in dry sand 
until dry, and then replaced in the ves- 
sels, where, covered as they are with 
u tanned buckskin, neither light nor a 
breeze can get at them to disturb their 
quietness. Usually from a half toa third 
are full-grown rattlesnakes, and the 
idea of the removal of the fangs is alto- 

ether erroneous, for I found, by see- 
ng a dog bitten, that there was just as 
much tooth and virus as there could 
have been prior to the capture of the 
rattler. 
A STRANGE CEREMONY. 

The evening beforethe dance proper 
a preliminary one was held, but as no 
snakes were handled, it was of no real 
importance. After singing a song of 
several verses, in the archaic, the mem- 
bers returned to their quarters. To- 
day, however, the programme was 
more elaborate. A large cottonwood 
shade—or wickiup—was erected on the 
western end of the dance space, close 
to the line of the houses, into which, 
just before the hour of commencing 
the exercises, the snakes, inclosed in 
sacks of various sizes, were placed, 
with the mouths of the sacks securely 
tied, that none might escape. After 
the placing of the snakes in this bower, 
a large cottonwood board, which was 
securely fastened to the ground imme- 
diately in front of the doorway in the 
shade, was brushed clean and sprinkled 
with meal mixed with corn pollen. 
This, I was told, was to dispel all evil 
influences frem harming the dancers. 

When this actof seeming devotion 
was finished, the attention was drawn 
to the farthermost part of the village, 
where arose mingled sounds of rattles, 
shells, and other wee tinkling orna- 
ments. This was the signal for the 
coming up from the estufas and on the 
arena, of the men who, during the next 
hour, would take in their hands and 
mouths specimens of the most repulsive 
of Nature’s handiwork; the creeping, 
slimy, terror-bearing snake, with its 
little glistening black eyes, bearing 
vengeful spite in their every sparkle, 
and each lightning flash of its tongue. 

The participants were composed of 
two bodies of men, thirty-six of whom 
danced with the snakes, and a smaller 
number who formed a chorus of singing 
men. These latter were the first to 
come upon the scene, and were dressed 
in bright-colored embroidered kilts, 
, sashes, anklets, and with beautifully 
tanned yellow fox skins hanging down 
behind the body; bearing small flat 
rattles in one hand while confined in 
the grasp of the other was held a stick, 
to which was fastened a couple of 
turkey feathers. This stick, they claim, 
carries the necessary protection for 
one’s life, and lets the snake's tutelar 

know that none of his progeny will 
injured or carried to remote lands. 
These men made four or five circuits of 
the small plaza, and then took up a po- 
sition to the west side of it, leaving the 
cottonwood shade in the center of their 

line. 

THE SNAKE MEN. 

After they had arranged themselves 
properly, in a state of extraordinary 
exultation, the snake men came march- 
ing with tremendous energy, as though 
inspired to ‘bound across the whole 
mesa at a single stride; this motion 
adds greatly to the — of 

the serious scene, and thrills the spec- 
tator to an excited frame of mind, for 
the ensuing act. These dancing men, 
like their predecessors, made four cir- 
cuits around the same rock, which 
stands near the center of the plaza, 
halting to face the chorus, where, as 
in the day before, a song was gone 
through with. The snake men were 
formed into groups of three each, and 
now an individual from each grou 
went into the cottonwood shade an 
extracted a snake from one of the 
bags, and. after putting it in his mouth 
and firmly fixing it there by the teeth, 
started on his round: his companion, 
with an arm around his neck, kept the 
tail of the snake in position, while 
with the right, in which was carried a 
stick with two long feathers attached, 
held the head of the serpent 
away from becoming tangled in 
the hair of his friend. The snake, after 
being carried around the circle, is 
thrown from the mouth, when the third 
member of the group gathers his snake- 
ship up and carries him the balance of 
the dance, occasionally, however, ‘giv- 
ing the dancing men some to hold, 
which they do in rather a modest man- 
ner. 8 are brought upon the 
visagesof many of the spectators at the 
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sad plight others are put in, by the 
serpents every once in a while making 
bold dashes for liberty, scattering the 
crowd in all directions, yet to be 
brought back a captive and held more 
secuiely by the singers. Two or three 
instances were noticed of the large 
bull-snake, being held, by the neck, but 
throwing. his long prehensile 
around the leg, thus securing himself 
from imaginative dangers. One in- 
stance in particular where the snake 
was longer by fully two feet than the 
small boy who held it, twisted itself 
around first one leg and the other in 
sucha manner that to move was to 
fall. The predicament of the urchin 
called forth a grand outburst of merri- 
ment, yet it looked anything but funny 
to the boy. 
THE FEMALES FRIGUTENED. 

A body of women and girls, whose 
duty seemed to be to scatter meal upon 
the dancers as they passed, were at 
several different times shaken by fear, 
almost into ague fits, by some of the 
more ambitious snakes, who went ex- 
ploring around their naked legs, caus- 
ing such screeching and screaming 
that more fully contirmed the impres- 
sion the world over, that the female 
sex are the same—afraid of such pet 
things as toads, snakes and mice. How 
many times the circuit was made, or 
how many snakes were on hand, would 
be hard to tell. yet serpents Jwere 
re and seemed to be in an excel- 

ent condition, to judge from the man- 
ner in which they resisted recapture, 
after having been dropped from the 
mouth; but there were at least 150. 

The men who picked the serpents 
from off the ground did se with cau- 
tion, and not in the intrepid manner 
which might be supposed; in fact, a 
monkey could not pick a chestnut from | 
the fire more gingerly, yet they re- 
tained great sang-froid, and after they 
had once carried a bunch of snakes, 
did it They have a wa 
of catching his snakeship near the head, 
giving the arm a violent shake which 
dazes or shakes the snake into. some- 
thing like subjection. When it is 
changed from the right hand into the 
left it hangs in a limp, helpless way. 
and is then given to some other to take 
care of or else retained until the arm is 
as full as it can hold. Those who 
danced with the snakcs not unfre- 
quently had three or four at the same 
time in the mouth, which of all the per- 
formances was the most repulsive. 
To see a human being going the rounds 
with his entirs face hidden behind the 
snakes, not a feature visible, was 
— sy to make shudders to creep 
up one’s back, which it did. Yet, there 
were sounds of applause from the 
natives gathered around, urging the 
dancers to attempt greater feats,such as 
taking two of the largest rattlers in the 
mouth (Ugh!) at once, and in one in- 
stance a dancer held many snakes in 
his mouth, that twined around his face 
in a hideous mask, as if his heal had 
been transformed into that of the fabled 
Gorgon. 

SCRAMBLING FOR THE SERPENTS. 4 
These acts were invariably followed 
by asigh of relief, in the sound ofa 
grunt, that it be not repeated, which 
was complied with only when the sup- 

ly of snakes gave out. It is a notor- 
ious fact that an Indian will laugh at 
the misfortunes of others, but when he 
is drawn into the vortex of trouble, the 
depth of grief or sorrow is wonderful; 
so it was with the spectators, untila 
long whipsnake fastened its teeth in 
the thumb of the noisiest{one, and then 
it was truly edifying to watch his facial 
contortions. As the bite of this class 
is not veromous, very little attention 
was given to the accident. 

At the clese of the dance, the snakes 
were all gathered in a heap at the foot 
of the snake rock; meal was thrown 
over them, and then began a scramble 
among the snakemen to get double- 
handfuls, with which they ran off at 
the top of their speed, carrying their 
burdens down into the valley, where 
the snakes were turned loose and al- 
lowed to find places of security beneath 
rocks and in holes. That the perform- 
ers are thoroughly doctored or medi- 
cated, prior to the commencement of 
the ceremonies, there can be no doubt. 
The eyes and the ecstatic bearing of 
the bodies attracts attention at once; 
there is a uliar luster in the orbs, 
and an abnormal elasticity in the 
limbs. 

The reaction after the dance is re- 
markable, and while no serious or last- 
ing effects follow, still they are left in 
a very weak state, requiring many 
hours of sleep to fully restore them to 
their normal condition. The wives, 
mothers and sisters of those who took 

art in the ceremonies carry great 

wls of cooked food to the estufas 
where the men, after first washing in a 
liquor — by the chiefs, partake 
of the and thus ends the festival. 

While it is probable that only a vague 
religious idea forms the motive of this 
snake order,“ or society, yet itis plaus- 
ible to suppose that the ritual they use 
is a direct call upon the supernatural 
powers for a favorable season, for rain 
and overflowing springs; for these people 
seem to desire bnt two specific gifts 
from the gods, namely, health and 
plenty toeat. Tobe relieved of their 
sins, or delivered from doubts as toa 
hereafter, they seem to know or care 
little, in fact it has no part in Moqui 
theology.

— of California is the quinioa 
henopodium quinoa), a cereal indi- 

— in the higher districts of Peru 
and extensively cultivated there. before 
and since the Spanish conquest. The 
grain prepared for the table in various 
ways similar to the methods of cooking 
beans, is regarded by the Peruvians 
and by many travelers as a delicacy. It 
was tried in Germany on a small scale 
and was cultivated with success, but did 
not give satisfaction on the table. 
Tschu di, from whose book of travels in 
Peru I learn these facts. says: It is to 
be hoped that the cultivation of the 
uinoa will become general in Euro 

or the plant would be of great utility 
in districts where the potuto rot pre- 
vails. Weall know that potatoes and 
tea when first introduced in Europe 
were found very offensive to the palate 
by many people who afterward ac- 
cepted them gratefully. Like them; 
there is reason to believe that the 
quinoa will become an article of food 
consumed by many civilized nations.“ 
To the potatoes and tea = be added 
the tomato and maize. Within my 
own recollection there was a ge 
prejudice among many in 
Ohio against the 
avoided by them poisono — 
and when proved to be ‘edible, it was 
denounced as nausevus. Hominy, 
green maize and maize cakes are now 
considered in parts of Europe to be 
unfit to be eaten, except in periods of 
famine.

Tschudi else- 
where says that coca is in the highest 
de nutritious, and that numerous 
Indians have reached great „Several 
more than one hundred and thirty years. 
using coca regularly every 
day after the age of ten. He admits 
that its excessive use in mastication 
has an injurious effect on the human 
system: but he does not say anything 
of injurious effect — n the senses of 
smell and taste, ich, according to 
a letter published Phy a New York journ- 
al, are entirely destroyed by the fre- 
quent use of coca. 
The quinoa plant has been growing 
on the experimental grounds of the 
University for several years, and seed 
has been offered in the annual dis- 
tribution of the University. Seed can 
be had this fall by all who would like 
to try the plant. At Berkeley the plans 
has been injured somewhat by the 
of a fly which mines between the upper 
and lower epidermis of the leaves. 
Perhaps in colder parts of the State 
this fly would not flourish.
